Vanishing Trade. 


Despite spasmodic jumps in the export 
barometer, the condition of British trade 
is causing grave anxiety in business 
circles. The Government’s elaborate 
“scheme,” which was conceived during 
Mr. Lloyd George's recent holiday in the 
Hivhlands, does not seem to have matured, 
and the latest returns are very dis- 
couraging. ~The Tariff Commission has 
rssued a table which reveals an alarming 
state of affairs. It deals exclusively with 
export trade. In 1915 Britain’s total 
revenue from this source amounted to 
£390,762,000 for the first ten months of 
the year. The corresponding figures for 
last year and this year were £1,007,278,000 
and £518,660,000 respectively—or, ex- 
pressed in pre-war values, £284,511,000 
and £180,020,000. In other words, 
Britain's trade in 1920 had fallen by 
57.2 per cent. from the level of 1913, while 
this year it has fallen 40.3 per cent. from 
last year’s level, or 53 per cent. as com- 
pared with 1913. This is a startling 
decline.. Manufactured articles alone have 
dropped from ' £311,000,000 in 1913 to 
£146,500,000 this year—reckoned, of 
course, in parity values. Of these, iron 
and steel goods have fallen by 64 per cent., 
cutlery, | hardware, etc., by 53 per. cent., 
cottons by 60 per “cent., and wearing 
apparel by 70-per cent. During. the same 
period trade . with France fell from 
£108,000,000 to £36,000,000, with America 
from £62,000,000 to £32,500,000, and with 
Imperial markets from £369,000,000 to’ 
221,000,000. One seeks ‘in vain through 
these figures for a ray of hope. Britain's 
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and, if it contirues to decline at its 
present rate, it soon will have vanished 


We need riot search long for the reason. 
It has been proclaimed by every news- 
paper in the Kingdom for the past two 
years. Britain néver can hope to recover 
her export markets until her prices are 
reduced to reasonable limits. Outside 
America sterling is at a premium almost 
everywheré; and German manufacturers, 
with their worthless marks, are able to 
undersel| their British rivals throughout 
the world. Cheap production affords the 
only key to the problem. Exporters 
must be enabled to fight their competitors 
on, equal, or nearly equal, terms; then 
business will begin to recover. Labour's 
contribution towards the achievement of 
this ideal has been lamentably inadequate. 
Nearly two million unemployed owe their 
present misfortunc 5 largely to the reluct- 
ance of the trade unions to make any 
sacrifice. whatever, Without sacrifice 
nothing can be done, Men must be pre-. 
pared to work harder and longer for a 
lower reward than, ‘perhaps, is their due. 
Otherwise they—in fact, all of us—will 
starve. , According to’ Sr’ William 
Beveridge, Director of: the London School 
of Economics and Political Science, the’

his best- foot forwa:d in order that Britain, 
at any rate, may be fortified against all 
emergencies. We are glad to learn that the 
Government is doing its part. The Geddes 
Committee recommends economies which, 
if adopted, will save the nation nearly 
£200,000,000. Such a “cut” in expendi- 
ture would relieve taxation immediately, 
removing at the same time one of the 
most formidable obstacles in the way of 
trade. 

How does Ireland stand in this con- 
nection? If Dail Éireann ratifies the 
A ticles of Agreement with the British 

vernment, this country, apart from 
orth-East- Ulster, will withdraw from the 
ritish fscal system, and, in all that re- 
lates to trade and finance, will enjoy com- 
plete freedom. Ireland will be free to 
tax herself as sh: may see fit; she will 
be at liberty to impose tariffs on all im- 
ports; and she will be able, should she 
choose, to strike a currency of her own. 
In spite of all these and other advantages, 
however, Irish trade will continue to de- 
pend on British prosperity." If Britain 
thrives, Ireland will share her increase ; 
if Britain sinks, Ireland is unlikely to sur- 
vive. ‘The new Irish Government may be 
able to reduce the income tax to one 
shilling in the £—at any rate, 1t can, try— 
but its principal revenue will be derived 
from the export of Irish products to Eng- 
land. Henceforward Britain’s wealth will 
provide Ireland's greatest opportunity. 
Therefore, if an Irishman believes that his 
interests in Britain’s economic and. finan- 
cial ‘affairs will cease on ftha birth of the 
Irish Free State, he is very much mis- 
taken. In one way or another virtually 


the whole income of the Free State will be 


“derived from British sources; and, while 
Sir Robert Horne’s next Budget may 
hold no terrors for the Irish taxpayer, we 
shall discover before we are very much 
older that’ the course of Irish finance will 
ba set by Britain s trade.

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Relief for Russia. 


The public has been confused by vague 
and contradictory reports about the relief 
of famine in Russia. It-will welcome the 
clear résumé of the position which is now 
published in a joint statement by Sir 
Arthur Stanley, Chairman of the British 
Red Cross and Order of. St. John, and 
Lord Emmott, Chairman of the Russian 
Relief Committee. The two organisations 
are co-operating under the auspices of the 
British Government. The joint — body 
admits that it cannot hope to grapple with 
the famine as a whole; but it proposes 
to concentrate the relief efforts of the 
British Empire—in the shape of food and 
seed—on a special area or objective. Its 
plans will depend on the report of Sir 
Benjamin Robertson, the Indian famine 
expert; who is going to Russia as British 
Commissioner. The Red Cross Societies 
of the Empire have agreed that their 
assistance shall be sent through the joint 
organisation and shall be employed as Sir 
Benjamin Robertson may advise. The 
British Government has contributed stores 
to the value of £250,000. Mr. J. H. 
as Dr. Nanse's representa- 
tive in Moscow, will act as general 
supervisor . of the whole international 
relief movement. The English and Irish 
public, knowing how efficiently 
economically the British Red Cross ‘ad- 
ministered its vast funds during the war, 
can have full confidencs that every penny 
which it entrusts to the joint body Will 
be spent to the best purpose in famine.

Southampton and Queenstown. 


The revival of competition in ithe 
Atlantic ‘shipping trade promises a 
brilliant future to the port of Southamp- 
ton. The Cunard Company's three great 
ships, the Berengaria (52,000 tons), the 
Aquitania (406,000 tons), and the Maure- 
tania (51,000 tons), will be placed on the 
Southampton, Cherbourg, New York ser- 
vice. While the, Cunard Company boasts 
the fastest service, the White Star Line 


_is pushing the claims of its new steamer, 


the Majestic, as the biggest ship in the 
world. When the two companies are in 
full competition, some five months hence, 
the six largest ships in the world will be 
sailing regularly out of Southampton. 
Moreover, the Canadian Pacific Company 
intends to make Southampton the home 
port of two of its Empress liners at the 
expense of Liverpool. The Harbour Board 
is contemplating an expenditure of 
£40,000 on dredging in order that the 
port may be made absolutely safe for these 
great vessels. We hope that when the 
Irish Free State comes into existence one 
of its first tasks will be the development 
of Queenstown Harbour. Peace will give 
an enormous impetus to the Transatlantic 
tourist traffic and to Ireland’s commercial 
dealings with the United States. The big 
shipping spe will unable to 
neglect Queensto-vn, but Qedenstown must 
meet them half-way.

Christmas Prices. 


The Times quotes some of the food prices 
which prevail in London's Christmas 
markets. Everybody's. Christmas dinner 
in happy London will be very much 
cheaper than it was last year. The best 
Irish turkeys will be 1s. 8d. a lb.; last 
year they were three sliillings. Pheasants, 
which cost a guinea a brace twelve months 
ago, now cost from thirteen to fifteen 
shillings.; Large York hams are 2s. 6d. a 
lb., and Scottish and English sirloins two 
shillings. Irish new-laid eggs are 4s. 6d. 
a dozen: a high pree, but are they—as 
surely they ought to beé—cheaper in 
Dublin? Of course, everything that is 
made with sugar has fallen in price, and 
flour is 1s. 54d. for seven lbs. as com- 
pared with ls. 8d. a year ago. Dried fruit 
shows little change and ‘jams are 
stationary’; but mixed candied peel is 
ls. 5d. a lb. as compared with 2s. 2d. 
All cakes are cheaper; biscuits dropped 
2d. a lb. six weeks ago; and the big 
‘stores are selling “quite good chocolates '' 
at 2s. 6d. and 3s. a lb. This list has not 
the literary charm of some other-lists—say, 
Homer's Catalogue of the Ships—but Irish 
housewives will study it with the keenest 
interest. It wills tell them what sea- 
any, London prices have 
suffered in their journey to Dublin, Bel- 
fast, and Cork.

FOUR MEN WOUNDED AND TWO

REPORTED BREACH OF TRUCE

Six men were arrested—four of them 
wounded—as the result of an attempt to 
obtain arms from the camp of the Royal 
Artillery Rifles at Balmoral, near Bel- 
fast, on Saturday evening.

The police and military had a busy time, 
but their most difficult fask was to discover 
the snipers. 

During the ‘shooting Wglter Pritchard, aged 
years, and residing at/9 Malcolm lane, re- 
ceived a fatal bullet wound. He was working 
at the tramway track, when he was shot in 
the head. He was a well-known local boxer 
with many ring victories to his credit.

Sniping also occurred near Short Strand, and 
4 man named John Devanney, aged 50, of 
Foundry street, sustained a bullet wound in the 
chest. He was removed to hospital in a serious 
condition.

LONG SITTING PROBABLE.

TO CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


“ Towards Christian Science the loyal Church- 
man can, adopt but one attitude,” the Rev. Dr. 
Luce, F.,T.C,D., declared yesterday at the 
afternoon Service in Christ Church Cathedral, 
Dublin. 

Christian Science, he said, could no longer be 
regarded as a fad; it must be taken seriously. 

bout the medical side of its work he would 
say little or nothing; if its therapeutics en- 
dangered the health of the. community it was 
for the medical profession to speak. They were 
there concerned with those doctrines of 
Christian Science which endangered the soul's 
health and the true faith. 

Christian_ Science theory was a medley of 
doctrines. drew on Spinoza’s pan-thelem, 
Berkeley's idealism, and the theology of the 
Church. Christian Science denied the char 
of pan-theism, but there were elements in the 
system which were pan-theist, pure and simple. 
Christian Scientists said that all sins were mis- 
takes and that pain was an illusion. They 
denied the personality of God. Their God was 
an impersonal power that made for health. 

The issue between the Church and Christian 
Science was simply: “ Does the ‘body play @ 
positive constructive part in the life of the 
spirit?” The Christian said “ Yee,” and the 
Christian Scientist said “No.” If the body was 
unreal, and if bodily ogy were simply defects 
in knowledge or defects in faith, then in God's 
eyes they were disembodi spirits, No 
Christian could hold that doctrine. The morbid 
of pain was at the root of much practical 
Christian Science. ) 

Were the sufferings of the soldiers imaginary? 
Did they erect hundreds of hospitals to cure 
imaginary maladies? Had a Christian Scienttst 
ever seén the inside of a field dressing station 
on a day of action? “ He jests at scars who 
never felt a wound.”

COMMISSION’S REPLY. 


GERMAN NOTE VAGUE AND 
INDEFINITE. 


PARIS, Saturday. 
The following is the text of the Note ad- 
dressed to the German Government by the 
Reparations Commission:— _ 
“The Reparations Commission has received 
a letter from the Chancellor, dated the 14th 
inst., informing it that the German Government 
is not in a position to pay in full the portions 
of the annual payments falling due, in virtue of 
the payments agreement, on January 15 and 
February 15.next, and asking the Reparations 
Commission to consent to a postponement of a 
part of these payments. 
“The Commission can only record its surprise 
at not finding in the Chancellor’s letter any 
precise indication either in regard to the securi- 
ties which the German Government would be 
ready to farnish on each date of falling due on 
January 15 or February 15 next, or in regard to 
the periods of grace which would be solicited 
for the payment of the remainder, or in regard 
to the guarantees which would be offered in ther 
inkeawel: 
‘Unless and until the Commission has re- 
ceived these details it is impossible for it to 
take into consideration or even to examine the 
request of the German Government. 
“The Commission remarks with regret the 
absence in the Chancellor's letter of any allu- 
sion to measures which he has adopted or pro- 
poses to adopt to give satisfaction to the wishes 
expressed by the Commission in its oral declara- 
tion of November 13 and in its letter of Decem- 
ber 2, 1921, to which the Commission urgently 
draws the attention of the German Govern- 
ment.” ¢ 


FOOTBALL ‘AND GRACE. 


BISHOP WELLDON AND 
WOMEN PLAYERS. 


Asked his opinion regarding the decision of 
the Football Association with regard to women’s 
football, the Dean of Durham (Bishop Welldon) 
said that he had been for many years an 
advocate of opening to womanhbood® all the 
occupations, interests, and amusements which 
are open to men except so far as their sex sets 
a bar to them. 

“But there ie such a bar,” he added, “ and 
I never think women show to the best ad- 
vantage when they simply aspire to become 
imitators of men.

There is not 
any harm, perhaps, in women playing football 
against women, but, upon the whole, football 
is one of the games less suited to womanhood. 9

DUBLIN COMPOSER'S SYMPHONY 


At the concert yesterday at La Scala Theatre 
the performance of “The Minnesingers 
Festival,” by Dr. John W. ‘Rogers, was of 
added interest in that it was conducted by Mr. 
Brendan Rogers, the com r's youngest 
brother, himself a musician of standing. 

The symphony has many features of interest, 
and. some of considerable beauty. The clever 
counterpoint of its pastoral “ Allegro,” where 
the manner, if not the idea, of using flutes 
and oboes is most distinctive, hardly received 
its due from the orchestra—perhaps, from want 
of sufficient rehearsal.

CHEAP IRISH BUTTER.

APPEAL FOR TRADE SUPPORT. 


Representatives of the butter trade met under 
the auspices of the Irish Dairy Association on 
Thursday to discuss the serious effects of the 
Department of Agriculture's over-estimation of 
the winter ‘needs of the Irish community. 

It was pointed out that for a number of 
years the creamerfies and other butter manu- 
facturers had been in the habit of placing in 
cold store a large quantity of butter for winter 
consumption. Last year, at the request of the 
Department of Agriculture, they voluntarily 
agreed to store such quantity as the Depart- 
ment estimated as sufficient, but the needs of 
the country were completely over-estimated, and 
large stocks were left on the hands of manu- 
facturers: These had to be sold at a heavy 
loss. e 

The total loss involved in this way, and 
through other mishandling of the export 
arrangements by the Department, was not less 
than half a million sterling, in addition to an 
équal sum which the producers agreed to sacri- 
fice in order to provide butter at a reasonable 
price for Irish consumers. 

The outlook for those who have cold stored 

for the present winter was disastrous. The 
butter was put in at a time when prices were 
£50 a ton higher than now, and there had been 
incurred storage charges, interest, etc. Owing 
to the vast stocks of last season’s Colonial 
butter held by the Ministry of Food in England, 
which was being sold at £100 or more a ton 
less than ‘the cost price, and the heavy fresh 
arrivals from abroad, the market was still 
falling, and many of the manufacturers stood 
to lose thousands. 
_ The producers, having for a portion of last 
season sold butter in Ireland at a price which 
was. £100 to £170 a ton below the price which 
they were obtaining in Great Britain, expected 
the Irish consumer to give preference to the 
home product, of which there is an ample 
supply of good quality at a reasonable price. 
They also ask wholesalers not to import foreign 
or Colonial butter while there is plenty of Irish 
available. Otherwise, nobody will cold store 
for future winters, and the country will, for 
nearly four months of the year, be almost en- 
tirely dependent on supplies from abroad,

On the question of his trial as a war 
criminal, Wilhelm says that there is no 
sacrifice that he would not make for the 
Fatherland; but a tribunal] in which the 
Allies would be plaintiff and jadge would 
not be an organ of justice. 

He recognised the penal jurisdiction of 
no earthly judge, but he wéuld welcome 
an investigation by an “ international and 
impartial tribunal,” which/woyld investh 
gate all the causes of the war. 


THE LETTERS. 
HINDENBURG AND THE 
TREATY. 

On March 30th,: Hindenburg, writing to the 
ex-Kaiset, remarked :--The effects of the Ver- 
sailles ukase are weighing even more heavily 
on the German people, and its amm—namely, 
our enemies’ policy of annihilation—stands out 
more undisguised ag the days go on. 

The fiction of Germany s responsibility for the 
war has to suffice as the foundation of this 
policy of coercion. 

It troubles Mr. Lloyd George, the spokesman 
of the Entente, not at all that on December 
20th last he declared that no statesman wanted 
war in the sumer of 1914, but that the nations 
simply drifted imto it. 

In a speech at the London Conference, on 
March 3rd, the same speaker said that German 
guilt for the war was the foundation on 
which the edifice of the Treaty of Versailles 
was erected, and that if this acknowledgment} 
were refused or waived the whole Treaty would 
fall to thé ground. The guilt question ‘forms: 
now, as always, the proot of the Germay 
people’s future. 


EX-KAISER’S REPLY. 


The ex-Kaiser, replying on April 5, says:—~

“The whole-hearted efforts of myself and of 
my Government,” he goes on, “in the critical 
days of July and August, 1914, were directed 
exclusively towards the maintenance of. iuter- 
national peace. This fact is receiving more and 
more corroboration from the latest literery and 
documented publications on the’ German, and 
more especially on the enemy side. 


LOVE OF PEACE. 

“Thé most cogent proof of this is contained in 
words of Sassonov. ‘ The German Kaisér's Jove of 
peace gives no guarantee that we can ourselves 
decide the moment for war.’ 

“ God is my witness that to avert war I went 
to the utmost Limit for which, having regard to 
security and integrity of our dear Fatherland, I 
could make myself responsible. To talk of Ger- 
many s guilt for war is out of the question. 
There is no longer any doubt that not Germany, 
but the Entente methodically prepared for the 
war, and deliberately brought. it about, 


twenty-six years’ reign before the war the Ger- 
man foreign policy was directed purely towards 
the maintenance of peace and order. To throw 
a veil over this procedure the Entente enforced 
in the shameful Treaty of Peace an untrue 
acknowledgment of Germany’s guilt, and de- 
manded my trial before a hostile tribunal. 


“ NO SACRIFICE.” 


“You know me too well not to know that 
there is no sacrifice for the Fatherland which is 
too great for me; but a tribunal in which the 
Entente would be at same time plaintiff and 
judge would be not an organ of justice. 

“I recognise the pena! jurisdiction of no 
earthly _judge, however highly placed he may 
be. I would not im such a fashion surrender 
the honour and dignity of the German people 
vepresented by me. = 

“A proceduré as regards guilt and punish- 
ment directed exclusively against the head of 
ene State engaged in the war ceprives that 
State of all equality of rights with the othes 
States, and, consequently, of respect in the 
community of peoples. Moreover, the im- 
pression desired by the enemy from the very 
beginning would he: created in advance—that 
in the whole matter of guilt it was purely a 
question of this or that one sovereign, and 
of the-one nation represented by him. 

“It follows that no impartial judgment cf 
tha, guilt question can be considered unless it 
is extended also to the heads of State and 
leading Statesmen of the enemy Powers and 
subjects. 

“The attitude of the different States at the 
outbreak of the war can obviously only be 
rightly judged if the proceedings of its opponénts 
are also taken into consideration. 

‘A real clearing up of the guilt question, 
in whith Germany would certainly have no less 
interest than her enemies, can only be effected 
provided it is dome by an international and 
impartial tribunal, which shall not judge as 
criminals single personalities, but shall establish 
all these proceedings which led to the world war 
in order that it may thus rightly measure the 
guilt of Powers concerned. 


ALLIES’ REFUSAL. 


**Such a leyal proposal was made from the 
German side, in official form, after the end of 
war, but was met with an unfavourable reply 
from some of our enemies, while others did not 
deign to give any answer at all. 

‘The secret documents from’ the Russian 
archives, now in course of publication in 
America, together with the overwhelmingly in- 
criminating material now available, testify as 
to where the responsibility for the war should 
really be sought. It becomes more and more 
evident that it is an imperative duty for Ger- 
many to collect and publish all material in any 
way bearing on the guilt question.” 
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PRUSSIA'S “SECOND ARMY.” 


During the discussion in the Prussian Landtag 
yesterday. on the allocation of £2,700,000 for 
the maintenance. of the Security Police, Herr 
Rapold made the following short but - incisive 
speech :—Nobody has thoughts about economy, 
when it comes to spending over two thousand 
millon marks for the police.

Fortunately, there was no loss of life, 
but it is estimated that it will take at 
least £500,000 to repair the damage that 
was done to prorerty. 
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SCENE OF CHAOS, 


NO CHURCH SERVICES, 


Describing the state of Hull yesterday, a re- 
resentative of the Press Association says :— 
he city is a scene of chaos. 

The buildings which have been flooded in- 
clude the Guildhall, Holy Trinity Church, St. 
Mary’e Church, the Bank of England, and 
eeveral other banks. 

In St. Mary’s Church the water surged two 
feet high, and did serious damagé to the small 
altars, but the centre altar escaped. i 

The oak lectern, containing the Bible, was 
lifted from its position’ and floated, but the 
Bible escaped damage by being thrown on to a 
high desk. 

In several churches Services could not be held. 

At Queen’s Hall Wesleyan Mission, where the 
Services were held in the upper hall, the lower 
hall resembled a swimming bath. 

The Lord Mayor and the High Sheriff have 
arranged some measure of relief for the people 
in the poorer parte of the city, whose houses 
have been destroyed by the floods. 


Quantities of goods for the Continent lying“ 


at the Post Office have been damaged. 

Grave anxiety is felt regarding the valuable 
securities and ledgers in the safes in basements 
of* banks, many of which water may have 
damaged. 

All day yesterday the Fire Brigade were busy 
3 ing water from the basements of public 

uildings, and workmen were engaged in re- 
pairing the damage caused. by the floods to the 
streete. 

Fortunately no lives have been lost. 

At Barton-on-Humber, where the houses in 
the Waterside district were inundated to a 
depth of three feet in the lower rooms, the rope- 
work works were virtually gutted, the principal 
spinning shed being washed away, and the 
engine rooms flooded. 

Many men will be thrown out of work. 
WORKSHOP WASHED AWAY. 

Reports from the district round Hull show 
that extensive flooding took place at various 
points along the river front. 

At Brough the water invaded the gasworks, 
and put out the fires. 


DAMAGE AT DUNDEE. 


At Dundee a number of jute and other sheds 
have been flooded, and damage to the éxtent of 
£3,000 has been caused by the rise of the tide 
to a record height of 25 feet 2 inches in dock, 
three inches above the previous highest record 
in 1868. ' 

At the Western Esplanade the flood swept 
over fhe protecting wall, and over a mile of 
footpath was destroyed. 

At Carnoustie the golf links have been flooded 
and bridges swept away.

The positaon of Christian missions in Japan is 
causing ious concern at home..

— y Peacóck's letter ‘in 
& say, “ Thank Heaven, Í am not a British 
Cabinet Minister.” Looking baek over the long 
period of Irish history, the deceiving hand of 
the British Minister” ís plaifily visible. Take 
the old constitutional Nationalisis, the majority 
of whom were loyal Imperialists. The British 
Government deeeived them over amd over again 
in their various demand for Home Rule, until 
at last the younger generation of militant 
Ireland took ihe matter into theit own hands 
and at the revolver point brought the British 
Government to bay. During all thie period 
loyal Uleter still held on to Great Britain, the 
latter at all times assuring her that sho would 
never desert her or see her coerced. It is 
again the old story of deceit and treachery. 
She is being betrayed in the same manner as 
the Nationalists of old. Since November, 1920, 
the British Government have been negotiating 
with Mr. de Valera, and, at the same time, 
stating that they had the murder gang by the 
throat and that they would never stop until 
every assassin had been brought to justice... . 

In face of these facts why should Ulster 
still éndeavour to hold to her mother’s apron 
strings when she is being so treacherously de- 
ceived and is now told she is not wanted?

right to appeal from dismissals to be given to the 


rosecutor (generally the police) in cases agamst- 


din traders: (5) the makng per- 
manent, with certain amendments, of the Act 
of 1902, forbidding the issue of new licences; 
(6) the withdrawal of licences from at least one- 
) lichouses in Ireland. 
The Catholic Total” Abstinence Federation, 
while not appointing amy delegates to eit on 
the Council, hav+, through their President, ex- 
pressed their willingness to work for this or 
any agreed programme This may, therefore, 
be taken as. constituting a minimum agreed 
rogramme, while a maximum of agreement will

Sir,—I am sure that all motorists and motot 
traders in Ireland would be very grateful if 
you would bring to the notice of the new Parlia- 
ment that it would be well-to reduce the horse- 
power tax on motor cars by about two-thirds at 
least.

able recital] at the Abbey ‘sheatre, Dublin, op 
Friday. Very apt definitions of early, as against 
modern writimg were given in the respective 
Iandel and César Franck sonatas. 

The Handel] “ Sonata in D Major” is well 
known, though not particularly interesting, and 
its performance was devoid of unusual 
features. But it served to illustrate “ then” 
and “ now,” and to point the wonderful unison 
of the two instrumefts as handled by César 
Franck. 

Miss Jessica Gordon, who had had but equr 
vocal. success in the violin solo, Beethoven's 
*‘ Romance in G,” gave an exceptionally musical 
reading of the string part from “ Le bon pére” 
(Franck:) In the frst movement—** Allegretto 
ben moderato ’’—the calm, smooth violin tone, 
gave the dominant ngte to the sonata, its grace 
in the curvature of the sustained theme being 
extreme. The manner, too, in which the violin 
brought out melodic fragments against the in- 
tricacies of the piano part-in the “ Allegro” 
was in fine taste as to balance and feeling. The 
canon of the last Allegretto brought out 
cantabile playing of high order in both players, 
though the massive piano part bore the palm 
in this movement. 

Miss Coghill played this with ease and surety, 
and showed evidence of a latent power that 
speaks for her future. Her brilliant, not to 
say volcanic, passages in the “ Allegro,” were 
mort arresting, as, also, in another sense, was 
her ripe tone through the Ben moderato theme- 
work. From Beethoven she played the 
“ Appassionata” with clever analysis and some 
original punctuation. One missed depth, per- 
haps, in the slow movement. 

Very good, too, was the Scriabin “ Vocturne,” 
This lovely little work suffers through its most 
un-musical and childish display of being given 
to the left hand only. To realise its beauty, it 
was fecessary to close one’s eyes. 

From Chopin Miss Coghill played the 
“ Ballade in F Minor” much as it should be 
played, but her gay study of rhythmic move- 
ment in Cyril Scott's “‘ Danse Nigre” wast 
really fresh and suggestive. It had the merit, 
too, of being a rarity mm our programmes. 

Miss Gordon's violin work was the more suc- 
cessful when it leaned to finer and more subtle 
suggestions, particularly the clarity of her tone 
in alt She played a Bach ‘‘ Sarabande” and 
the Wieniawski “ Mazurka” nicely, and the 
Kreisler muted “ Viennese Melody,” with a 
musical obliteration of its show-piece difficulties, 
to its delicate nuances of colour-tone.g Her 
playing shows decided promise. 

The recital throughout was most interesting, 
and useful in that :t was keenly followed by 
many students. Both of the artists were re- 
called many times; both, too, were presented 
with flowers and applauded enthusiastically 
generally. 

One must add that Miss Deena Brett was a 
good accompanist to the violin when solus. In- 
deed, her work formed the better part of 
“The Romance in G ” and to it the “ Viennese 
Melody’ owed something of its rhythmic versa- 
tility.
